DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to show or reasonably suggest the claimed invention taken as a whole, the invention 
comprising a cable modem scanning and acquisition method comprising performing a fast scan 
of each channel on a list of candidate channels for supporting cable modem services, wherein the 
fast scan includes identifying potentially vahd channels and attempting to acquire at least one 
potentially valid channel that has been identified by the fast scan; and performing a slow scan of 
each channel in the list and attempting to acquire at least one potentially valid channel that has 
been identified by the slow scan, specifically, the slow scan being performed in response to not 
acquiring at least one valid channel during the fast scan.
